Owing to his presence at the capi- 
tol, where he sat latein the matter 
of the McNaughton pardon arguments, 
Governor John M. Slaton was unable 
fo preside at the enthusiastic gather- 
ing in Taft hall. 

Asks Election Law Changes. 

Seaborn Wright, of Rome, Ga, 
closed the evening session with an 
impassioned appeal for a correction of 
the election laws. 

In introducing Mr. Orem as the 
principal speaker of the evening, Wil- 
liam D. Upshaw declared that he had 
given the principal orator carte 
blanche in the matter of subject and 
text. Mr. Orem lived up to his rights. 

In part he said: 

“Greater problems 
present generation 
fronted any previous generation in 
the history of the world. “Present 
@ay questions are broader and more 
world-wide than former ones. Their 
consideration must be of broader 
scope. I believe that modern intelli- 
gence is being directed, however, to 
their successful solution. 

“ “All forms of government have been 
tried with more or less success. If 
government administration is in the 
interests of a few, disregarding the 
rights ofthe many. government willbe 
bad, no matter what the form. Modern 
civilization is tending towards democ-

racy. Nations are more and more be- 
ing educated to recognize the rights 
of the individual. Economic  prob- 


leme and social problems will never 
be solved until governments are ac 


ministered with due regard to human 
rights. Human rights should be more 
sacred than property rights. 


Great National Problems. 

“Great national problems are not 
conclusively settled until they are 
settled by the people. This takes agli- 
tation, education and time. In edu- 
cating and preparing the people for 
the highest state of soclety it would 
seem that democracy is the best form 
of government. It distributes re- 
sponsibility and tends to train all 
citizens along lines of economic and 
social reforms. If the people of a 
democracy suffer the high cost of liv- 
ing resulting from the sale of watered 
stocks, the legalized liquor traffic and 
other abuses, they have their own 
remedy—the sacred right of the bal- 
let. If in this country conditions are 
intolerable the voters have them- 
selves to blame. 

“How are we to reach the voter and 
makehim realize his responsibility? 
The most effective way to reach the 
majority of the voters is by an appeal | 
to their selfish and personal interests. 

“The wage question interests the 
working man. Laws and conditions* 
which tend to improve business inter- 
est the business man. Conditions 
which widely distribute wealth help 
both the business man and the profes- 
sional man. 

“Jt is estimated that nine-tenths of 
the wealth of this country js in the 


hands of one-tenth or the people 1f| 
this he true I submit that if tne situ- 
ation were reversed nine-tenths of the 


people cu'iid distribute the wealth bet- 
ter than one-tenth can.

“A more intelligent distribution of 
wealth will insure more prosperity | 
and happiness.

Albany, N. Y., September 19.—Counsel 
for William Sulzer lost the first skirm- 
ish in a legal battle they began today, 
lat the second session of the high court 
jof impeachment, to prevent the ac- 
cused executive from coming to trial. 
Thelr objections to permitting four 
} senators to sit as members of the court 
were overruled. 

They next attacked the validity of the 
impeachment with a motion to dismiss 
the proceedings, but failure to com- 
'plete thelr argument when adjourn- 
iment was taken until Monday, preclud- 
ed a decision in the matter. 

Meanwhile Governor Sulzer formally 
conceded that he had no right to exer- 
cise the functions of chief executive 
pending the determination of the im- 
|peachment. This he did in a letter to 
|Lieutenant Governor Glynn turning 
jover to the latter a request for the ex- 
tradition of a prisoner and explaining 
he had taken such action because of 
recent decisions of the supreme court 


} 


that the “executive functions should 
be performed by yourself as acting 
governor.” 


Aasembly Takes Recess. 
After striving futilely from noon un- 
‘til 7:20 o'clock tonight to obtain enough 
anti-Sulzer votes to insure the passage 


of additional impeachment charges, 
Majority Leader Levy moved that the 
jassembly recess until next Thursday. 


The motion was adopted amid shouts 
of joy and members who had been im- 
prisoned in the chamber for hours, 
dashed for trains and their homes. 

In making the motion for a recess 
Mr. Levy explained that the senate 


‘had adjourned until the same day and 
\that even If the board of managers put 


additional charges through the assem- 
bly tonight the senate could not he 
notified immediately. He made an urg- 
ent plea for a full attendance next 
Thursday. The fight for additlonal 
charges will be resumed immediately 
on the convening of the assembly and 
meanwhile the democratic leaders will 
use every means to obtain a full at- 
tendance. It is generally understood 
that the charges were completed to- 
day. The three chief allegations are, 
It fs said, that the governor usurped 
the powers of his office, following his 
impeachment, made a pre-election 
promise to make Dr. Julius Broder 
state commissioner of health and failed 
to account for the fund which he ob- 
tained to wage his direct primary cam- 
paign. At the “Peoples House” Gov- 
ernor Sulzer spent a quiet day. Late 
in the afternoon he went automobile 
riding. Before leaving he told at- 
taches of the mansion he positively 
would not grant any interviews today. 

The entire session of the court of 
\impeachment was given over to legal 
argument and indications were tonight 
that Monday and Tuesday would be 
similarly occupied, precluding the call- 
ing of witnesses until Wednesday. 

Four Senators Challenged. 

After the adoption today of rules 
of procedure, D, Cady Herrick, chief 
counsel for the governor, formerly chal- 
lenged the right of Senators Frawley. 
Ramsberger, Sanner and Wagner to sit 
as members of the court—the first 
three on the ground that they were 
|members of the Frawley investigating 
committee on whose reports the art- 
icles of {!mpeachment were based; Sena- 
tor Wagner, president pro tem of the 
senate on the ground that in the event 
of the conviction of the governor he 
would succeed to “the profit and 
emoluments of the office of lieutenant 
governor.” 

Judge Herrick read a long brief In 
support of his contention to which 
Judge Alton B. Parker, chief counsel 
for the managers, replied, holding that 
the court had no power under the con- 
stitution to exclude any of its mem- 
bers. This argument Presfding Judge 
Cullen upheld. 7 

“All precedents are against it,” 
sald. 

Judge Cullen, however, put the chal- 
\lenges to the vote of the court with 
the result that excepting the four sen- 
ators involved, who asked to be ex- 
cused from voting, the thirty-two mem- 
|bers present today unanimously de- 
| cided against the counsel for the gov- 
ernor. 

A motion to dismiss the impeach- 
ment precipitated the second contest. 
| It was made by Attorney Louis Mar- 
‘shall, who spent practically the whole 
afternoon session in reading a brief 
| purporting to show that the impeach- 
'ment was unconstitutional, based on 
the fact that it was brought while the 
assembly was in extraordinary ses- 
ision, and entitled to agt solely upon 
matters presented to it by the gov- 
ernor.

Associated Charities Will Also 


Ask Council to Buy School ; 
Books for Poor Children of | 


the City. 


———_————_ 


At a meeting of the board of direc- 
tors of the Associated Charities at the 
Ansley hotel Friday night, the com- 
mittee on public relief, of which J. M. 
B. Hoxsey is chairman, was instructed 
to ask council to make an appropria- 
tion to pension needy and deserving 
widows. 

The committee was also instructed 
to ask for an appropriation of about 
$500 for the purpose of supplying 
school books to needy school children, 
and also an appropriation to provide 
for an assistant city warden. 

The co-operation of City Warden 
Evans will be asked in these requests 
to council. 

At the directors’ meeting !t was 
brought out that while the work and 
financial responsibility of the Asso- 
Clated Charities has greatly increased 
in the last several years, city council 
has made but smali increase in the ap- 
propriations for the aid of the charities 
in its work. 


Mothers Should Keep Children. 

The directors were unanimous in 
their bellef that the city could assist 
the Associated Charities in no more 
valuable way than in making a pro- 
vision for the support of needy widows 
who have small children dependent 
uponthem. The directors believe that it 
is a great mistaketotakeasmall child 
away from a good mother and put it 
in an institution when this can be 
avoided. 

The realization of the good influence 
of the mother In comparison to that of 
an asylum has been recognized by 
other cities throughout the country, it 
was pointed out, and they have made 
provisions for their future citizenship 
by just such an appropriation as the 
council of Atlanta will be asked to 
make. 

The board appointed a standing com- 
mittee on hospital social service, with 
a view to investigating the advantages 
of this service, bringing the people of 
Atlanta to an appreciation of its value 
and eventually establishing it in con- 
nection with the Associated Charities. 

In speaking on the need of such a 
service and to illustrate the work of It, 
Mr. Logan, superintendent of the Asso- 
clated Charities, said that there were 
frequently cases where sick children 
were taken to hospitals, where it was 
learned that they were ill from lack 
of the right sort of food, and that 
after they had been cured and sent 
home they would again be fed in the 
same ‘manner and become sick. 

$4000 Additional Needed. 

Ivan E. Allen> chairman of the 
finance committeé, reported that in ad- 
dition to the $3,000 emergency fund, 
which the Rotary club has agreed to 
raise, and in addition to all funds in 
sight, the Associated Charities would 
need at least $4,000 more with which 
to complete its year's work. The dl- 
rectors discussed the situation at 
length, and various plans were sug- 
wested for obtaining the necessary 
funds, but no definite plan was adopt- 
ed. The matter now stands in the 
hands of the finance committee. and 
the board of directors. 

The directors, however, were of the 
opinion that the coming fall will be 
one of the most prosperous seasons 
that Atlanta has seen {n many years, 
and, for that reason, are hopeful of 
being able to get hold of the money. 

The report of Superintendent Logan 
showed that on August 1, 1912, the 
Associated Charities had open 734 
cases. During the year 95 new cases 
were opened, 19 old cases were re- 
opened, and 44 cases were closed. This 
leaves the institution at present with 


848 cases, of which 752 are resident 
cases under active treatment. 
Jack Lewis, of the Joseph Dixon 


Crucible company, was elected a mem- 
ber of the board of the directors, to 
fill a vacancy. 

A vote of thanks was extended to 
the Rotary club for its courageous 
action In volunteering to ralse $3,000 
to put the Associated Charities on Its 
feet.

terests of the commercial congress 
which, In Dr. Owens’ words, “will 


show to the world the relation of the 
states of the United States to the 
Panama canal, to Latin-America and 
to world commerce.” 


Many Delegates to Attend. 


The fifth annual convention of the 
commercial congress will be attended 
by more delegates this year than on 
any previous g enone in the_ years 
of its existence minent speak- 
ers from ail over Rex itlou will be 
in attendance and the multiplicity of 
addresses on varying subjects embrace 
the entire round of commercial activ- 
ity in the south. 

Mr. Barrett declared while here that 
he had caused the Pan-American Com- 
mercial Conference, held every two 
years, to be postponed so that the con- 
ference and the commercial congress

Dr. Owens, who left Atlanta Friday 
night for Jacksonville, will deliver a 
lecture at a mass meeting in the 
Florida city tonight in the interest of 
the commercial congress.

The questions 
of morals and of prevalence of communica- 
ble disease need not be mentioned, save as 
issues inevitably affecting the industrial 
side. 

Manifestly, the mass of the negro race, 
in city and country, are imperilled from the 
economic standpoint, as Jong as this condi- 
tion continues. 

The remedy? , It lies, as The Constitution

GEORGIA CAN SHOW THE WAY. 

Assistant State-Commissioner of Agricul- 
ture Dan Hughes views with favor The Con- 
stitution’s suggestion that that department 
inaugurate a bureau to keep up with cotton 
crop statistics and report frequently on the 
movement of the cotton crop. In a recent 
interview, he gives strong approval to the 
suggestion, but intimates that the depart- 
ment is at present too greatly embar- 
rassed by lack of funds to permit the main- 
tenance of a bureau that would discharge 
the proper functions. — 

As The Constitution stressed in a previ- 

ous editorial, the matter of reporting the 
| crop movement would entail negligible ex- 
pense. This paper has periodically published 
a summary of this year’s movement broadly 
covering Georgia, at no very great cost. It 
should be comparatively easy for the depart- 
ment of agriculture to duplicate these meth- 
ods. It is not to be expected that every 
warehouse or ginnery should be covered. It 
will suffice to secure reports upon the chief 
markets only. What is wanted is not a fine 
tooth-combing, but a consensus that will 
show the drift of the crop. 

Later, when other phases of crop esti- 
mates and reporting are under consideration, 
the subject may fitly be one for legislative 
action. Commissioner Price and Assistant 
Commissioner Hughes inherited from their 
predecessors effete and  unenterprising 
methods. Heretofore, the department has 
been noted chiefly for its political and not 
for its agricultural activity. Its power has 
been used to foster personal and not broad, 
state-wide ends. The time has come for a 
radical change in policy. We believe the 
new administration is equipped to material- 
ize that change. Mr. Price is a man of 
broad grasp and Mr. Hughes is a statistician 
and has at heart the interest of the farming 
classes. 

If it be objected that as yet no other 
southern state maintains such a _ bureau, 
the answer is that Georgia can well afford 
to be the pioneer in this direction, The sec- 
ond cotton-producing state in the country 
should be adequately supplied with informa- 
tion about its greatest staple crop. We are 
sure the agricultural department can work 
out some plan to effect an innovation of such 
practical value to the farmers of Georgia.

DID ROGER BAGON DIG HIS. GRAVE? 


of Roger Bacon, the English monk, that it 
is hard to believe any of them, although it 
must be admitted that he,was an exceptional 
man. The unfortunate part about many of 
the stories is that they have been taken 
from the “Famous Historie of Fryer Bacon” 
and have been accepted as true, and while 
this book no doubt chronicles many of his 
achievements, the author has stretched his 
imagination in order to make his subject 
seem just as odd as possible. 

Towards the end of this book the writer 
informs us that Roger Bacon broke his 
magic glass, burned his books of the “black 
art” and devoted himself to theological 
studies, and lived in a cell which he had 
excavated in a church wall. “Thus lived 
he,” he says, “two yeeres space in that cell, 
never coming forth; his meat and drink he 
received in at a window, and at that window 
he did discourse with those who came to 
him. His grave he digged with his own 
nayles, and was laid there when he died. 
He lived the most part of his life a magi- 
cian, and died a true penitent sinner, and 
an anchorite."” 3 

It is hard to accept the statement was 
true of his living two years in‘a cell never 
coming forth, and that he dug his grave 
with his own “nayles." Roger Bacon was 
too wise a philosopher and too noble of 
character to have done the latter, as well 
as many other things which have been at- 
tributed to him. . 

The world has never had such a dreamer 
as Roger Bacon, and when we consider that 
he lived during the middle half of the thir- 
teenth century, and that even then in his 
cell-study he dreamed of submarine boats, 
of flying machines, automobiles, tele- 
scopes and microscopes, safety lamps, tele- 
phones and phonographs, it is easy to imag- 
ine what a master mind he possessed and 
how far he was in advance of his times. _ 

This was at a time when there was uni- 
versal ignorance, and when superstition be- 
Strode the world like a hideous nightmare. 
Naturally his ideas caused the people to look 
upon him as a sorcerer. It was this same 
marvelous intelligence and foresight that 
brought to him all his trouble and kept him 
confined, to jail a prisoner for at least a 
quarter of his life. 

The exact date of Roger Bacon's birth

born about the year 1216, and that the place 
of his nativity was Somersetshire. Although 
at birth his parents were rich, financial dit- 
ficulties overtook them, and early in life 
Roger was compelled to feel the pangs of 
dire poverty. This did not prevent him from 
taking a course at Oxford and later at the 
| University of Paris. 


So many extraordinary stories are told’ | ig uncertain, but it is supposed that he was. 


It was the deep thought 
that he gave to his studies, and the deduc- 
tions that he was able to make therefrom, 
that made him the great thinker he was, 
While many of his advanced thgughts 
were of no especial use to him, owing mainly 
to the religious zeal that dominated him, his 
inventive ideas have left their impress. The 
balance of the evidence is in favor of his 
having invented gunpowder, and he was fa- 
ther of the calendar as afterwards accepted. 
It was Bacon who inaugurated the methed 
known as “Induction,” to which nearly all 
of the achlevements of the present-day scl- 
ence are due. He was a pioneer in sani- 
tation and in chemistry, and it is even sald, 
with much appearance of justice, that he 
Investigated the power of steam. 


“Sad is it to think,” exclaims one of our ~

| foremost educators, “of what this great man 

might have given to the world had ecclesi- 

| asticism allowed the gift. He held the keys 

of treasures which would have freed man- 

kind from ages of errors and misery.” 

Such was Roger Bacon and such his con- 
tributions to the world. Because he was 
away ahead of his time he was misunder- 
stood and persecuted. His writings were 
condemned and he’was cast into prison. 
On his death-bed he uttered the melancholy 
complaint, “I repent now that I have given 
myself so much trouble for the love of sct- 
ence.” Then, as if taking back the seeming 
affront to his daring ambition, the old man 
cried out: “It is on account of the ignorance 
of those with whom I have had to deal that 
I have not been able to accomplish more.” 
It is not possible that with all this wis- 

dom to his credit that Roger Bacon could

Powerful Labor Lobby. 


Washington, September 19.—The 
house lobby committee abandoned 
work on its report today long enough 
to hear former Representative 
Charles E. Littlefield, of Maine, who 
Martin H. Mulhall, former lobbyist for 
the National Association of Manufac- 
turers, testified was one of the chief 


allies of that organization in the 


house. 

Mr. Littlefield testified that begin’ 
ning with his entrance to congress in 
189%, until he resigned in 1908, ‘he 
found “an active, energetic and pow- 
erful labor lobby, headed by Samuel 
Gompers.” 

Mr. Littlefield said he did not in- 
tend to criticise members of the house 
for siding with labor on labor bills, 
“but,” he explained, “when Gompers 
and the labor people became -active, 
the tall timber was thickly populated 


and there was plenty of space in the 
open.” ; 
Mr. Littlefield frankly told the com- 


mittee that his views on labor legisla- 
tion coincided with those of the manu- 
facturers and that early in his con- 
gressional career he gladly accepted 
the aid of the manufacturers’ associa- 
tion through Marshall Cushing, then 
its Washington representative. , 

Littlefield said Mulhall went to his 
district in 1906 to help in his cam- 
paign. 

Mr. Littlefield denied Mulhall’s testi- 
mony thatthe National Association of 
Manufacturers spent $60,000 in his 
district in the campaign of 1906. He 
produced an affidavit from the cash- 
ier of a Rockland, Maine, bank where 
Fred Wight, the treasurer of the dis- 
trict republican committee, banked at 
the time, showing deposits of $20,660. 
He added that part of this money came 
from individuals who were members 
of the National Association of Manu- 
facturers, but denied that It as an 
association ever contributed and the 
money went to support the state and 
county ticket, as well as to help him. 

Before he left the stand Mr. Little- 
field asked permission to make a 
statement about the late Representa- 
tive Jenkins, of Wisconsin. who was 
chairman of the house judiciary com- 
mittee when Mr. Littlefield was one of 
its conspicuous members. 

Mr. Littlefield said he had known 
Mr. Jenkins for years and that he 
thought {t only proper since he was 
dead and could not speak for him- 
self, that some one defend his charac- 
ter.
